3. Enumeration of Voters 
That Sec. 4 of Art 4 of the 
constitution of the state of Ind­ 
iana be amended to read as fol­ 
lows: Sec. 4. The General As­ 
sembly shall, during the period 
between the general election in 
the year 1924 and the beginning 
of the Legislature in 1925, and 
every sixth year hereafter, cause 
to be ascertained the number of 
votes cast for all the candidates

at the last preceding 


general election. 
That Sec. 5 of Art. 4 of the 
constitution of the state of Ind­ 
iana he amended to read a s fol­ 
low’s: Sec. 5.
